Over 400 physicians and surgeons 
from all parts of the country at- 
tended the post-graduate clinic of 
the George Washington Medical 
School last Saturday. 

In a program of demonstrations 
which moved rapidly, the lecturing 
doctors covered the most Important 
points of progress of the past year 
in the field of clinical and preclini- 
cal medicine. 

In one of the principal demon- 
strations of the clinic, three people 
who might have been doomed to an 
Institution for the mentally de- 
ranged. but who, to all appearances, 
have, hen cured In two or three 
months without. leaving their 
homes, were introduced by Dr. Wal- 
ter Freeman and Dr. Hyman Sha- 
piro, of the Medical School. 

These three patients had shown 
clear symptoms of pllher general 
paresis of the brain or of tabea, the 
corresponding condition of the 
spinal cord. With the evidently suc- 
cessful treatment of these nerve 
disorders, there is every reason to 
believe that the population of- our 
menial institutions may be de- 
creased. the doctors pointed out. 

At the same time Dr. Freeman 
demonstrated a means of extract- 
ing a sample of the spinal fluid 
which required only about one min- 
ute, was practically painless, and 
which does not have the after ef- 
fect of a severe headache. 

A new drug which is supposed to 
I make child-birth painless, spon- 
sored by Dr. Howard Kane and Dr. 
George Koth, was not demonstrated. 

Instead Dr. Kane gave a lecture 
on the use and benefits of the sub- 
stance. He stated that the drug 
has been administrated to approxi- 
mately 1,000 patients with almost, 
uniform success. 

Dr. Jacob Kotz, clinical professor 
of obstetrics and gynecology, lec- 
tured on the Use of hormones in 
enabling supposedly baTren women 
to bear children.

Petri Will Feature 
Bach D Minor Con- 
certo On Thursday's 
Program

W ITHIN a vary few years the 
Dutch pianist, Egon Petri, has 
become known to American audi- 
ences as one of the most distin- 
guished living performers oh that 
instrument. This Thursday he is 
to play Bach's D minor concerto 
wifh the National Symphony Or- 
chestra and it Is advisable that 
anyone who has not already heard 
this maestro in concert take the 
time to attend. Supplementing the 
concerto, there will be numbers of 
Interest by Wagner. Boccherini, 
and Purcell. The last named was 
an English composer of the 17th 
century whose excellence Is not 
even yet sufficiently realised. He 
appeared as an anomaly In an age 
when English music was sterile and 
mediocre, when the tflory of the 
Elizabethan madrigals was ended 
and the school of pure national 
music had seen Its best days except 
for Purcell himself and the later 
Sullivan. 

It It regrettable that Klndler has 
chosen the Rhlne-Maidens scene 
from "Die Gotterdammerung" to 
' conclude the program. Of course, 
the music is of the best quality, al- 
though not entirely suited to per- 
formance by the orchestra without 
voices. But I, for one. will feel 
somewhat uncomfortable leaving 
Constitution Hall upon the playing 
of a selection from the middle of 
an operatic act and the * extreme 
awkwardness of the concert hour 
will do nothing to assuage the feel- 
ing.

That is the 
reason for the diminishing returns to the Band. And 
that is the reason for seriously considering Its aban- 
donment.’

Everett Stranded, associate director of 1935 Fiesta: 

"Continuance of the annual Spring Fiesta is In my 
opinion a question for the administration alone to 
decide. 

'The. Fiesta profits are used to. further the Band, 
and until the adminiatration feels that the Bdnd 
means enough to justify a yearly appropriation to 
carry on its work, we should haye the Fiesta. 

"Changes are necessary in structure and policy of 
the Fiesta, but who la best fitted to determine which 
changes will prove beneficial. The answer lies In the 
appointment of one man from the administration who 
will act not as chief counselor, but as one of the 
administrative officers of the Fiesta and will be in- 
terested only In Its success." « 

Arthur R. Hlmmelfarb: 

"In my opinion, the Fiesta is one of the moat 
worthwhile projects sponsored by the student body 
of the University. It requires more initiative on the 
part of members in charge than any other student 
enterprise. It also brings about more cooperation be- 
tween school organization and the student body as a 
whole for one common aim."

This certainly is not in accordance with the 
wishes of the 1 * majority of fraternity men. 

tt is due either to the hard-headedness of the 
president or the athletic chairman of the Council or 
to the stupidity of the members of the Council in 
general — if. as the president has said, the Council 
voted as a body to continue the judges. 

Here are some reasons why the bowling judges 
should he done away with.: 

T|m Rendftsvous doe* not have facilities to 
properly Judge six cpn testa at the same time. (A 
second Judge was placed on a temporary “stand" 
Saturday night, but even so those teams removed 
from the Judge# did not suffer as did those direct- 
ly In the Judgee’ view.) 

^“Fouling" In bowling la of little significance. 

Interfraternity bowlers are not experienced 
bowlera and the presence of Judgea man rather 
than helps the sport. 

No provision has been made for use of Judges 
at postponed matches. (In one of these matches 
already rolled, one of the participants fouled, by 
actual count, 99 times.) 

Use of the Judgee will distort the whole stand- 
ing of the teams. (It is generally understood 
that <n ease of a tie — which now seems very llke- 
ty—the league winner will be determined by totkl 
pintail. Any team which rolled all Its games be- 
fore* Judged will then be at a disadvantage over 
any team which escaped, If only for one game.)

The men in each chapter, particularly tho bowl- 
ers. will no doubt this week demand an accounting 
from their respective delegates and see to it that the 
will of the majority, and not the wjll of a few hard-

Modern Game Of Badminton 
. Boasts Illustrious Background 


3 Medical Fraternities 
Announce Initiations

JJADMINTON, a modification of, the very ancient game of battle- 
dore and shuttlecock, derived its name from the estate of the 
Duke of Beaufort in Glouchestershire, England. The game was first 
played in India many years ago, and was introduced in England about 
1873. TJie Badminton Association in England made the-first attempt 
to organize the fast-growing game, 
based on. those of 1887 and the?- 
original Purina rules. It is inter- 1 
eating. 16' note that these rules ap- 
ply to t-he-game as played here and • 
elsewhere. . » „ . * 

Badminton has been introduced! 
here as the first attempt of the 
University to fosler mixed'&thletic 
matches. ' _ » ' 

.Organized competition was insti- 
tuted in 1899 when the All-England 
Doubles ' Championship* matches 
were -held. The singles champion- 
ship Was started in the following 
year. In 1903 England and Jrelapd 
engaged in the first International 
tournament. . 

With such a splendid start, bad- 
minton became a * fast-dfVeloping 
I game, 'if we judge by popularity. 

•For example, in 1910 there were 302. 

| clubs in Great Britain and Ireland 
affiliated with the Association :• in. 
j 1927, 700, clu|>* were active in Eng- 
land alone. Still greater gain*, have 
taken place since, the war.

The game consists tntireiy'of vol- 
leying the feathered shuttlecock 
over a net. Rackets smaller than 
those used in tennis are used. 

These, rackets are extremely light 
and easily handled. Badminton is 
a great deal faster than tennis and 
requires a vast amount of skill and 
strategy. 

Badminton is played on a rectan- 
gular court, similiar to a tennis 
court, but smaller. The net which 
divides the court is higher than a 
tennis net. The doubles game us- 
ually is played for. 15 aces. And 
rarely is a 21-polnt game played. 

For women, the singles game con- 
sists of 11 aces. Likely volleyball, 
only the serving side may score. If 
the serving side looses a point, the 
service changes. For this reason 
and because of the rackets and type 
of "ball" used, badminton requires 
complete control, a great deal of 
stamina and the mastery of a good 
service, the smash and lob shots.
